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INSTRUCTION MANUAL FOR ELECTRO-ROULEHE 


This electro-roulette is used as a target for the SP light-beam gun or rifle. 
With this unique roulette, you can play various safe shooting games. You can 
also combine the roulette game with the layout sheet and poker chips. 

A precision system is mounted in the roulette, in which a silicon solar cell 
receives a very short light pulse transmitted from the gun. 

A computer mechanism developed by electronic techniques actuates the roulette.

Connect i \e 006P dry cell to the cell hook and 
put the cell in the cell box. 

Set the two UM-2 dry cells in the box facing 
the proper directions as indicated, and close the 
cover. 


3 ) SET OF ROULETTE 

How to mouiit stand (rearside of roulette) 

This roulette can be mounted on a stand^ or 
hung on a wall by the support metal. 

Mount the stand at the position shown in the 
figure. . 

4 7 xii SF TO PLAY ELECTRO-ROULETTE 

Turn on the switch at the bottom of the roulette body. The lamp in ^he indicator 
window lights up and figures are reflected there. 

In front of and about 5m apart from the roulette, aim and shoot at the receiver 
whh the SP light-beam gun o. irifle. If the “bullet” hits the target, the lamp of . 
the indicator goes out and the disc starts to rotate. In about three-seconds the 
lamp lights again, the rotary disc countinues to rotate fo: several more seconds 
by inertia. The figures indicated when the disc stops are used in scoring games 
or shooting practice. 

(Note) 

1. This roulette is designed to act by a short light pulse (1/1000 second) 
transmitted from a SP lightbeam gun or rifle; it is ordinarily not sensitive 
to any other light. 

2. If the “bullet” hits the target when the lamp is off, the roulette will not 

. operate. _ 

3. The roulette should be placed as far as pos:^ible, from, discharge lamps such 
as fluorescent lamp; neon lamps ect., since these may affect the roulette if . 








projected directly to the receiver. 

4. The sun’s rays may be focused to and heat the inside of the roul 'tm because 
of the convex lenses mounted on the receiver and the indicator. Be careful, 
therefore, not to expose it to the sun. 

5. Dust or dirt on the lens of the receiver will decrease its sensitivity. Wipe 
the lens occasionally with a soft cloth. 

5 ) EXCHANGING INDICATOR WINDOW LAMP 

When the lamp of the indircator is burned out, exchange it with a new one. 

(2.5V bulbs, ordinarily used for electric torches,are applicable.) 

Turn the bulb socket at the rear side of the roulette body to the left, and the 

bulb socket comes ofe. 


5) When not in use for a longer period of time, please 
remove batteries from rifle to prevent leakage of 
batteries and possible damage to mechanism.
